CHRISTIANIA, Aug. 17.—Information received here confirms the story published In 
a dispatch from Hammerfest, Norway, saying that one of the searchers for Herr An- 
dree met the sealing vessel Alken about July 22, and was informed by her captain that 


one of the crew had shot a carrier-pigeon, 


between North Cape and Seven Islands, on 


the north coast of Lapland, bearing a message from the explorer addressed to the 


Aftonbladet of Stockholm, which read as 


“Eighty-two degrees passed. Good journey northward. 


The date of the message was illegible. 


follows: 
ANDREE.” 


The pigeon also carried a letter addressed to the Aftonbladet, but the captain of the 
Alken declined to surrender either the dispatch or the pigeon, and continued his voy- 
age northward. The captain is familiar with Andree’s plans and is greatly interested 


in them. 


The news arrived here very indirectly. The captain of the Alken communicated the 


information to the commander of the ship 


Injeperg of Tromsoe, the latter transmitted 


the news to the commander of the steamer Express, upon which the Lorner polar ex- 
pedition was coming home, and the Express finally passed the news along to the steam- 


er Lofeen, which brought it here,

PLAN OF CAMPAIGN TO BE FORM-

SAYS THERE IS LAW ENOUGH. 


The Police Department Recognizes the 
Gambling Dens as Breeding 
Places for Disorder 
and Crime, 


“This pool-room nuisance must 
abated,” said Vice-President James 
Lewis of the Police Board Tuesday. 

The Commissioner has just returned from 
a trip East. He is sun-browned, five 
pounds heavier than when he went away 
and full of ginger. 

His first official duty was to hold a con- 
ference with Chief Harrigan on the pool- 
room problem, 

The Chief acquainted him in detail with 
what has happened during his absence, and 
together they discussed for half an hour 
various plans of ridding the city of the 
wide-open gambling dens. 

After the conference Mr. Lewis repeated 
the words quoted in the opening para- 
graph. 
“We have a difficult problem before us,” 
he said. “The knock-out of the breeders’ 
bill took away our best props. What we 
must do is to find some way of heading 
these people off that their lawyers can not 
circumvent. 

“The people of St. Louis can rest assured 
that there is law on the statute books to 
wipe out this disgrace. 

“Chief Harrigan has acqua'nted me with 
what has happened in my absence, and to- 
gether we have discussed our future plan 
of action. It is mot yet in shape for pub- 
licity. It seems to me there are several 
ways of reaching these pool-room men. We 
want to pick out the strongest. 

“I am goffizg over the laws myself be- 
tween now and Thursday. When the board 
meets that afternon our plans will be in 
shape and orders will be issued to the 
captains and their men. 

“From that time on there will be a vig- 
orous crusade that will not stop until every 
pool-rcom is closed. 

“There can be no compromise or let down 
in this fight. The police department recog- 
nizes the pool-rooms as breeding spots for 
disorder and crime. The decent sentiment 
of the community demands their abolition 
and our department will do its duty.”,

The statement made by Chief Harrigan 
in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch that he had 
exhausted his power, is shown by the court 
records to be correct, in so far as the char- 
acter of the charges preferred are con- 
cerned. 

During all of 1896 the department exerted 
itself to make cases, and in every instance 
the prisoners were discharged, either by the 
lower or higher court, and ome by one the 
laws against pool selling were rendered 
nugatory by the Supreme Court. 

Prosecuting Attorney says he has tried all 
the laws to suppress pool-rooms and all 
have failed to’stick. He thinks the police 
power has almost exhausted itself until 
some stronger law is found. 

Tom Walsh was arrested Jan. 6, 1896, on a 
charge of bookmaking and pool-selling. He 
was discharged on a motion to quash the in- 
formation, 

On Feb. 1, 1896, Walsh was again arrested 
on the same charge. After a hearing of the 
case Judge Murphy entered a fine of $1,000 
and sentence of six months to the Work- 
house. An appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court, where the judgment was reversed and 
the prisoner discharged Dec. 2, 1896. 

Walsh was twice arrested on Feb. 4, 18%, 
and these cases were dismissed .on the Su- 
preme Court decision. 

On Feb. 18, 1896, the police arrested Thomas 
Walsh on a charge of Keeping a common 
gaming house. He was discharged. 

Then the department took a new turn at 
the wheel and entered against Walsh a 
charge of maintaining a public nuisance. 
That case went to the Supreme Court ona 
ea In abatement, which was sustained in 
yecember, 1896, and the prisoner dis- 
charged, 

Feb. 28, 1896, Walsh was charged with keep- 
ing a common gaming house. Motion to 
quash the information filed and sustained, 
March 9. 

April 2, 1896, Thomas Walsh, F. W. Mey- 
ers, Fred Koch and Thomas Conners were 
charged with bookmaking and poo)l-selling. 
Motion ito quash sustained and defendants 
discharged. 

April 7, 1896, the same arrests on the same 
charge and the case dismissed. Motion for 
new hearing overruled, exceptions filed and 
later withdrawn. 

In June, 1896, cases against Sol Stein and 
Sinclair were dismissed on a hearing by 
Judge Hirzel and later by Judge Green, 
upon similar charges of bookmaking and 
pool-selling.

A BLOW AT PROSPERITY. 


More light was thrown on the cause of 
prosperity by the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Expert estimates placed the total value 
of the wheat crop at not less than $430,- 
000,000. This is an advance of $176,000,000 
over the sum realized by the farmers on 
last year’s crop. 

Taking the yield of last year as a basis, 
the increased profits of the farmers on 
the principal agricultural products are 
estimated at $410,000,000. But the yield 
ds much larger this year than it was last 
year, and many valuable products are 
not included in the estimate. The esti- 
mates of increased returns on the basis 
of this year’s yleld range from $750,000,000 
to $1,000,000,000. 

Not a dollar of this enormous wealth, 
which is filling the arteries of industry 
and commerce with new life, is due to 
tariff or any other legislation. Tariff 
Guties have been placed upon agricultural 
products, but none is seeking entrance 
to this country. On the contrary, our 
products are flowing ina rich stream to 
the markets of the world. 

Again, the increased profits of the farm- 
ers are not due to the demand for thelr 
product in the home market, but to the 


. demand in the foreign markets, which ab- 


sorbs all the surplus. The sale of pro- 
ducts abroad is bringing to the American 
people this vast increase of wealth, which 
will stimulate all business activities, — 

It is only a drawback to the prosperity 
of the people that a part of the wealth 
they have produced is absorbed by 
favored trusts and combinations through 
discriminating tariff legislation. 

The prime source of wealth is the soll 
and the handmalid of prosperity is trade. 
To shackle trade is to strike a blow at 
the welfare of the people.

Judge Murphy has de- 
clared the Breeders’ law—the specific 
statute under which the pool-rooms were 
closed—unconstitutional, Let him assume 
the responsibility, if he chooses, for de- 
claring, contrary to high legal opinion 
and ordinary common gense, that there is 
no law by which these dens of vice may 
de closed. 

It would be a good thing in the pres- 
ent indignant state of public opinion to 
have it definitely shown that the Court 
of Criminal Correction is the bulwark of 
the spoilers of the youth of St. Louls. It 
would sharpen the issue as to the exist- 
ence of this court, which seems impotent 
for anything except the protection of 
criminals.

Several 
growers about Chambersburg will have 10.- 
000 crates each. The Cumberland Valley 
road has arranged to put on special peach 
express trains to carry the peaches in re- 
frigerator cars East and West.

DETROIT, Mieh.,° Aug. 17.—The federa- 

tion of all railWwdy employes in the coun- 

try in the train service is the object that 


will bring together a host of engineers, fire- [ 


men, trainmen, telegraph operators and 


other railroad men In this city this week. 
It will be a meeting for -the purpose of 
awakening interest among railroad employ- 
ers in the movement. It is hoped that a 
large number of well-known railroad of- 
ficials will be present, as a promotion of 
good feeling between employer and employe 
is one of the primary objects of the gath- 
ering; similar meetings are being held in 
different parts of the country and the re- 
sults of those held so far have been very 
successful. It is expected that from 2,500 to 
3,000 men will be present, the orders to which 
they belong representing from 75,000 to 100,- 
000 railroad employes.

New York’s Lost Trade, 


From the New York Times. 

Some of the merchants from the central 
West said yesterday that the reason New 
York has heretofore lost trade in the West- 
ern States is that this city has done notna- 
ing to hold this trade, which it once had, 
or to attract the growing commerce of. that 
section. It has permitted its former trade 
to go to young rivals, and has not tried to 
compete with these rivals for the tremen- 
duous business that has been quietly devel- 
oping throughout the West. On the other 
hand, they say, St. Louis and Chicago have 
worked hard for years to command this 
trade. They have offered reduced rates of 
fare and freight. St. Louis has gone so far 
as to give free transportation to and from 
that city If the visiting merchant bought 
$2,000 or $3,000 worth of goods from its deal- 
ers. These reductions have more than coun- 
terbalanced the naturally low prices of the 
metropolis. Unless something is done to 
meet and overmatch the entérprise of these 
younger rivals, the Western merchants say, 
New York will continue to lose trade In the 
West. 

J. C. Goldthwaite of Columbus, 0., said 
Indiana is the dividing line between New 
York and Chicago. East of it Chicago never 
comes. West of it New York used to £0, 
and can go again if it wants to. St. Louis 
is also, he said, striving for the trade of In- 
diana, and that State ‘is “the hardest 
drummed State in the Union.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—The report of | 


the United States Commissioner of E‘uca- 
tion, Dr. Wm. T. Harris, for the year ended 
July 1, 189%, has just been completed. It 
shows @ total enrollment in that year in 
thé schools and@ colleges, both public and 
private. of 15,997,197 pupils. This was an in- 
crease of 306,575. The number in public in- 
stitutions was 14,465,371, amd in private in- 
stitutions, 1,531,826. In addition to all these 
there were 418,000 pupils in the various spe- 
cial schools and institutions, including bust- 
ness colleges, music conservatories, Indian 
and reform schools, making the grand total 
enrollment for the whoie country 16 415,197. 
The report says that the 178 schools for the 
secondary and her education of the col- 
ored race had slightly over 40,000 students 
enrolled, an increase of over 3,000 for the 
year.

Now the foun- 
dries are opening even more rapidly than 
they closed.
